You 
will be satisfied that they can be taught to 
speak distinctly enough, when I tell you 
that at Hel l in, I understood at once and 
without dimcv»Uy« the short and simple 
sentences of a little girl in answer to her 
teacher. He nsked her first how many 
brothers and sislers she hud, to which she 
readily answered, and then gave Iheir 
names. She then told him the color of the 
table, its shape — saying il isnot round, it is 
square — tho kind of wood of which it was 
made, and so on. It requires n"long time, 
and a good deal of practice, for an Eng- 
lish or American ear to become enough 
accustomed to German merely to catch and 
m iieout th: tcords, although their enunci- 
ation is generally much clearer and more 
distinct lhan our own. 1 was, a few days 
ago. in the Catholic Church in Dresden, 
while lhe priest, with a very clear voice 
and sharp clear cut utterance, was preach- 
ing, and I could make out only a few of 
Lis words; and still I understood readily 
the simple sentences of the litlle deaf and 
duajjLijirl at Herlin; L. and Mrs. S. were 
with me during my visits to Berlin school 
and were both of them more delighted and 
interested than with anything they have in 
Europe. We were all very much struck 
with the untirjng patience of both teach- 
ers and pupils, and wi h the eager anima- 
tion also of the latier. One little fellow 
at Leipsic, with u most striking and intelli- 
gent face, who Mr. Willis thought, would 
make a capital Puck, inleres.ed us exceed- 
ingly by the cheerful apd obstinate perti- 
nacity with which he hammered away at 
his diflicult sounds, and the hardest of 
which, lo his manifest delight, as well as 
our oWn. he finally succeeded in express- 
ing. The time occupied in this dis upline 
is very considerable, usually some six or 
seve,n years; and the patience and pcrse- 
verence, on the part of both teachers and 
pupils, such, it seems to me, as can hard- 
ly be looked for any where, except among 
those untiring and devoted Germans. The 
moral and religious training of the Cnil- 
dren is assiduously and systematically al- 
tended to. 

i )nc of the teachers in lhe Leipsic 
school was himself deaf nnd dumb, and il is 
exceedingly interesting to witness the fa- 
cility with which he carried on conversa- 
tion with Dr. Vugel and others. Tho 
system, ymi an- to remember is no new 
thing here: — these schools have been in 
full and successful operation many years, 
form just as much a fixed and scttlejjl ele- 
in "iii iu th; sys'.eiri of public instruction, 
as any other. In many of thj smaller 
towns of Prussia, there are preparatory 
schools, from which, after two or three 
years of instruction; lhe pupils are re- 
moved to the higher and larger schools. — 
The director of the Berlin institution, 
when we were there, had just returned 
from a visit to several of these primary 
schools.

The result of his efforts, thus far, 
have b.-en remarkably and mo3t sat- 
isfactari'y successful. One little fellow, 
with a now thoughtful and inlelligent face, 
interested us exceedingly. He was very 
iulently and earnestly at work, writing up- 
on his slate: and for three months after 
his entrance he was unable to fix his at- 
tention or his eyes upon anytning. An- 
j other buy, considerable advanced, — we 
I cannot say in the reoeery but in the crea- 
tion or the development of his reason, — 
I was endeavoring to instruct a third, on 
whose face slill rested the blank and void 
expression of idiocy. Such arc the labors

Last week's mail brought OS accounts of 
no less lha i four Slavers captured on the 
cietsi of Africa. 

One of ihcse, laken on the first of De- 
cember last, had nine hutvlr d a id thirteen 
slaves on board, when the sailed. She 
had at Ihe factory some four or five hun- 
dred more, hut tho pmximiiy of a British 
cruiser prevented her officer* from taking 
them on board. 

The name of this Slaver was the Pons 
of Rhi'adflphio. She was captured by the 
V. S. Ship Voiktown, nnd put under the 
charge of L\ Cogdell, who sailed for Una 
rovin. He was fourteen days reaching lh:r 
port; during which time llo of the poor 
wretch* a died, some of them jumping over-
